According to the petition, stu­ 
dents of the St. Denis Catholic 
School in Benton have been car­ 
ried in Commerce public school 
busses. The plaintiffs, Howell Me - 
Vey, Ed Johnson, Thomas Clymer, 
Norvell Goddard, Eugene Gran- 
namen, Dorman L. Buck, J. T. 
Carlton, and Fred Ervin, have ask­ 
ed the court to order the Commerce 
school board to discontinue 
practice. 
The plaintiffs state that 17 chil­ 
dren in the Commerce Consolidat­ 
ed School District are given such 
transportation. Defendants named 
m tho suit are Will Hawkins, Leo 
LeDure, Joe D. Skinner, C. W. 
F e a r s , Wroe Bonnefield, Elmer A. 
Poor roan, Frank Anderson, James 
Lee. and the Commerce Consoli­ 
dated School District. 
Commerce School Board 
All of the 
defendants 
except 
Frank Anderson and Jam es Lee 
were members of the Commerce 
school board. Anderson is County 
Superintendent of Schools and Lee 
is the bus driver concerned. 
No high school is maintained in 
Commerce. High school students 
living in that district are offered 
transportion to the Benton school 
district where they are picked up 
by a bus from the Benton district 
and carried to Benton High School. 
At a meeting of the Commerce 
school board, it was moved that 
the district authorize the Com- j 
merce bus to haul high school stu- i 
dents and students of St. D e n is1 
school to the limit of the Benton 
school district to be picked up by 
a Benton bus.
